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THE TRIAL OF 
FAITH

Many are the trials thru which God’s 
people are called to pass in the Chris- 
tian life. Most of these are easily un- 
derstood, both as to what the trials 


consist of and the agency employed in 
producing the trials. 

To be tried financially is to be shut 
up in time of need and left alone for a 
time with an empty purse. To be tried 
physically is to see health breaking 
down, pain and disease making in- 
roads upon our bodies, apparently a 
premature grave opening up before us. 

To be tried socially is to see «© our 
friends and companions and _ fellow- 
laborers cast us aside. So, we can go 
on thru the catalogue of the many 
trials and testings in life, and in ser- 
vice, and generally understand the 
circumstances and operations constl- 
tuting the trial. 

It is not perhaps so fully understood 
what is meant by “the trialof your 
faith.” Faith, like power, is capabie 
of being recognizable only when em- 
ployed. or in exercise. The locomotive 
standing upon the track, with a full 
head of steam and tremulous with 
pent up energy, could not be said to 
exhibit power. This same energy em- 
ployed in drawing a_ train of fifty 
loaded cars can be called power, and 
is looked upon with admiration and 
astonishment. This power is thus 
brought into recognition thru being 
exercised or tested. But how is faith 





tried? When Joshua commanded 
the sun to stand — still, that can- 
not be said to exhibit a great trial 


of faith. When Peter and John com- 
manded the lame man to rise up and 
walk, that certainly was not a great 
test or trial of faith. When the walls 
of Jericho fell at a single shout from 
the children of Israel, that does not 
appeal to you as a great trial of faith. 
What is it then to have faith 
tried? “That the trial of your faith, 
being much more precious than of 
gold that perisheth, though it be tried, 
with fire.’ 1 Pet. 1:7. The Widow who 
came to the unjust judge, who feared 
neither God nor regarded man, had her 
request flatly denied “He would not.” 
Faith’ here is denied, refused, dis- 
honored, yet holds firmly and unwav- 
eringly on demonstrating the fact that 
faith here, thru the test of denial and 
delay, was of more value than gold 
would have been in the accomplish- 
ment of her desire. The man asking 
for the three loaves at the most hope 
less hour (midnight)-was at first cold- 
ly repulsed-“‘trouble me not.” Faith 
survived this test. Then the difficulties 
in the way “The door is now shut, 
no access now,” yet, faith persisted, 
held on thru this trial. More difficul- 
ties— “My children are with me in 
bed.” The lateness of the hour—mid- 
night. The door is securely locked and 
the children are quietly sleeping, and 
these circumstances; combine to bring 
a verdict of absolute inability to grant 
the request. “I cannot arise and give 
thee.” Faith here is put to the severest 
possible trial, but again survives the 
test, gains the victory, and again ea- 
hibits a quality more precious than 
gold.The case of the Syrophenician wo- 
man further illustrates some features 
in the trial of faith. In her appeal to 
Jesus personally, he seems to entirely 
ignore her. He answered her not a 
word. She was rebuked by the disci- 
ples who appealed to Jesus to send her 
away. Faith here is put into the fur- 
nace. Jesus declares that He was not 
sent but to the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel, and her case did not come 
within the province of His service. 
Faith here did not retreat, nor even 
falter, but charged with renewed ear- 
nestness, advanced. “Then came she 
and worshipped him: repeating her 
petition, “Lord, help me.” Again Jesus 
declares it would not do to minister 
to her that which belonged to others, 
and classed such an act as taking the 
children’s bread and giving it to the 
dogs. Sanctioning it all, and _ still 
humbling herself under the mighty 
}and of God, faith, though denied, dis-' 
1 garded, saw the crumbs of hope 
falling upon the plan to which she had 
been subjected, survived this crucial 
test, and the Son of God Himself, 
seeming to have exhausted His resour- 
ces in further subjecting her faith to 
the keenest test, cries out in words 
of unparalleled commendation, “O, 
woman, great is thy faith.” Now from

DIVIDING THE SCRIPTURES 





S. W. Latimer 


The Old and New Testament cannot 
be separated; you cannot understand 
Leviticus without Hebrews, nor can 
you understand Daniel without Reve- 
lation. 

While the Bible is a revelation from 
God, it is not written in celestial lan- 
guage. If it were. we would not under- 


stand it. Its supernatural origin is 
seen in the fact that it can be trans- 
lated into any language, The language 
of the Scripture is of three kinds, i. 
e., figurative, symbolical and literal. 
The “figurative” is explained by the 
context; the “symbolical” either in 
the context or somewhere else in the 
Scriptures, and the rest should be 
taken “literally.” That is, we are to 
read the Bible as we would read any 
other book—letting it say what it 
wants to say without allegorizing or 
spiritualizing its meaning. While the 
Bible was written for all classes of 
people and for our learning, it is not 
addressed to “all classes of. people in 
general.” Part of it is addressed to 
the Jews, part to the Gentiles, and 
part to the Church of God. These 
three classes into which humanity is 
divided is as follows: the Jews, the 
Gentiles and the Church of God. And 
while the Bible is written for the in- 
structions of the Church, yet it is not 
all written about the Church. For in- 
stance: In the Old Bible we have the 
Church mentioned as “the church in 
the wilderness.” These are the “called- 
out” ones by the Lord. The Word it- 
self implies their being delivered from 
Egyptian bondage and started on their 
way to the Promised Land. The only 
similarity it has with the New Testa- 
ment Church is that both were called 
out by the same God. Of course, they 
had government after they reached 
Sinai; they received their instructions 
from Moses, and Moses was directed 
by the Lord. There are so many Old 
Testament Scriptures that apply to 
Judah and Israel, and if you apply 
them to the Church you rob the Jews 
of what belongs to them. 
ALL SCRIPTURES 

“All scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness,” and 
whatever happened to Israel was writ- 
ten for our ensamples and admonition, 
but we must not apply. to the Church 
what does not belong to it. To do so, 
is to mis-apply Scripture and lead to 
confusion. 

The Scripture is plain that God is 
to have a holy, separated people. Sep- 
aration in Scripture is two-fold from 


whatsoever is contrary to the mind of; 


God and unto God Himself. The under- 


lined principles are—that in a moral 
universe it is 1mpossiIble for God to 
fully bless and use His children who 
are in complicity with evil. The “un- 
equal yoke” spoken of in Scripture is 
anything which unites a child of God 
and an unbeliever in a common pur- 
pose. “Separation from evil” implies 
separation in desire, motive and act; 
separation from unbelievers, (espe- 
cially false teachers, who are vessels 
of dishonor). It is very necessary for 
those who are saved, cleansed and fill- 
ed with God’s love, power and _ bless- 
ings to be separated from false teach- 
ers and unbelievers, for instance — 
those who do not claim that salvation 
has the power to liberate them from 
knowing and willing sins. Thousands 
profess to know Jesus Christ in for- 
giveness, and the blessings that He 
came to bring, and yet they continue 
in transgressing His laws. Sin is a 
transgression of the laws of God, and 
no one can claim to be blessed of God 
thru His Son, and transgress His laws, 
and be a child of God. So, it is neces- 
sary to be separated from unbelievers. 
The reward of operation is—the full 
manifestations of the Divine Father- 
hoed, unhindered communion and wor- 
ship, and fruitful service. Here, and in 
all else, Christ is the model. He was 
holy, harmless, undefiled, separated 
from sinners (and yet in such contact 
with them for their salvation that the 
Pharisees who illustrated a mechani- 
cal conception of “separation” judged 
him to have lost his Nazarite charac- 
ter), and so will we be judged by 
false teachers and the disobedient if 
we possess and follow the guidance 
of the Holy Ghost to that extent that 
we are full-fledged, holy worshipers of 
Jesus. 

REWARD TO THE OVERCOMER 

There is only one class that is prom- 
ised a reward and that is, “To him 
that overcometh,” in the Seven-church 
periods as Jesus gave them to Jobn, 
viz., Ephesus, Smyrna, Pergamos, 
Thyatira, Sardis, Philadelphia and 
Laodicea. There were many churches 
in Asia Minor at different locations, 


but Jesus picked these seven out be- 
cause of the doctrine taught in each 
one, and His message was to tne 


Seven-church periods, which are rep- 
resented by these seven names. The 
doctrine taught in each one of these 
periods has been and will be taught, 
and even to this day the doctrine of 
Apostasy that was made prominent in 
some of these periods are taught by 
the different ones who have the like 
doctrine and faith. 

In Ephesus was the Aposties’ doc- 
trine. False doctrine began to creep in 
and the true worshipers were ‘forced

to take sides with the false or the true, 
and there is a special reward to the 
Ephesus period, “To him that over- 
cometh I will give to eat of the tree 
of life, which is in the midst of the 
paradise of God.” They had to combat 
against these false doctrines that 
starve the soul. 

In Smyrna was a day of persecution, 
but there was an overcoming remnant 
until at this period that stood for the 
true doctrine of the Bible, and to 
them is the promise—‘He that over- 
cometh shall not be hurt of the second 
death.” The second death is the lake 
of fire. The overcomers in this period 
loved not their lives, but were true 
even unto death. 

In Pergamos began the imperial 
favor, which brought about priestly as- 
sumption. Church and _ state united, 
and this was a dark period. This too 
was a period of persecution, with the 
promise “to him that overcometh I 
will give to eat of the hidden manna, 
and I will give him a white stone and 
in the stone a new name written, 
which no man knoweth save he that 
receiveth it.” Even in this period 
there were a few that stood for the 
true doctrine of the Church of God. 
They had to worship in secret places, 
but God will reward them by giving 
them a white stone and a new name. 

In Thyatira the doctrine of Balaam- 
ism and Nicolaitanism became prom- 
inent but there was a believing rem- 
nant that stood true to the doctrines 
of the Chureh and this promise was 
given them “He that overcometh and 
keepeth my works unto the end to 
him will I give power over the na- 
tions.” These people had a struggle to 
be true to the works, teachings and 
principles of the Church of God, and 
they will have their reward. This was 
a period of awful persecutions; many 
were burned at the stake. They bound 
them in bundles and put them along 
the king’s driveway 50 that their 
bodies were used to light the drive- 
of the king. My! how they suf- 
the 





way 
fered for the true doctrine of 
Bible. 

To Sardis He said, “Thou hast a 
few names in Sardis which have not 
defiled their garments, and they shall 
walk with me in white for they are 
worthy.” “He that overcometh, the 
same shall be clothed in white raiment 
and I will not blot out his name out 
of the book of life, but I will confess 
his name before my father and before 
his angels.” This was a period of re 
formation. Many of the early reform- 
ers began preaching the doctrine of 
justification and sanctification, open- 
ing the way for the return of the full 
blessing and the outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost in these last days. 


The Philadelphian period. I am sure 
we are in this period of the Church 
of God today, and he said, “For thou 
hast a little strength and hast kept 
my word and hast not denied my 
name.” I tell you there is something 
in the name. “Because thou hast kept 
the word of my patience I will also 
keep thee from the hour of tempta- 
tion, which shall come upon all the 
world to try them.” The Marginal 
reading says “tribulation,” and this 
tribulation period has reference to the 
last week of Daniel’s prophecy and 
the antichrist reign, which will be 
seven years, and the promise to the 
overcomers in this period is “to him 
that overcometh, I will make a pillar 
in the temple of my God and he shall 
go no more out, and I will write upon 
him the name of my God and the name 
of the city of my God. The struggle 
for the Philadelphian period is to hold 
up the doctrine of the Church of God, 
which is the building that Paul made 
so plain in his epistles—hence these 
people who overcome in this period 
will be a pillar in the temple of God. 

To the Laodicean period, which, of 
course, is the Church of Apostasy. I 
am sure that this is a continuation of 
the Pergamos and Thyatira doctrine— 
of priestly assumption, which is now 
spreading over the world under the 
name of Catholicism. This church is 
neither cold nor hot, and the Lord 
spues them out of His mouth. But 
there will be an overcoming remnant, 
and I am sure this remnant represents 
the Tribulation Saints. “To him that 
overcometh 1 will grant to sit with 
me in my throne, Even as I also over- 
came and am sit down with my father 
in his throne.” I am sure that these 
overcomers are described in Rev. 7:9- 
17. In Rev. 21:1-7 we have the final 
promise to the overcomer—“He that 
overcometh shall inherit all things 
and I will be his God and he shall be 
my son.” The 8th verse of this chap- 
ter is to the other class—those that 
fail to accept and receive the true 
blessings of God. The fearful and un- 
believing and abominable, and mur- 
derers and whoremongers and sorcer- 
ers and idolaters and all liars shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone, 
which is the second death.

Abraham, after he had _ patiently 
endured, received the promise. “Ye 
have need of patience, that after ye 
have done the will of God, ye might re- 
ceive the promise.” 


When we once locate a promise of 
God covering our special need, and 
after we have met the conditions and 
planted our hope upon it, we must re- 
main steadfast, unwavering, and with- 
out question or anxiety or fear - no 
matter if apparently denied, refused, 
neglected or ignored altogether, so 
long as our case comes clearly under 
the revealed provision of the plan of 
salvation, it will be rewarded and 
answered; even tho as difficult a case 
as that of the Syrophenician, or that 
ot Abraham. Faith can only become 
Strong and reliable thru testings and 
trials, consisting of delays, denials, de 
feats, circumstances, and standing in 
the face of unaccountable contradic- 
tions.
